Secretary Houston Advises Swine 
and Poultry as Factors in Cutting 
Down High Living Cost 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26—In an address 
before 
the National Dairy Show As­ 
sociation today Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Houston called on the South to 
help solve the high cost of living by 
increasing 
the production of 
live­ 
stock. 
He declared that no southern 
state was giving adequate attention to 
foodstuff production. He deplored too 
great devotion to single crops. 
Secretary 
Houston’s 
theme 
was 
“What the Government is Doing for 
the Farmers.” He said that while he 
does not advocate that the southern 
states should enter into competition 
for outside business with the middle 
and western agricultural and 
stock- 
raising states, he believes that it is 
incumbent upon every southern state 
to at least raise sufficient foodstuffs 
to form a basis for other agricultural 
industries.

PERRY MEMORIAL 


' 
IS REING RUSHED 


Monument 
Towering 
Above 


Lake Level Most Perpendic­ 


ular for Height in World 


PUT IN BAY, Ohio, Oct. 26.—In an 
effort to complete -the 
huge 
Perry 
memorial monument at Put-in-Bay in 
the few remaining weeks 'before the 
close of luke navigation, workmen are 
rushing lite work on the stone shaft, 
which will commemorate the victory 
on Lake Erie of 
Commodore 
Perry 
over the British naval expedition. Roy 
H. Robinson, the cotnracting engineer 
who is directing the work, now hopes 
to have the tower entirely finished by 
December I. 
The few privileged 
persons 
who 
have been permitted to go to the top 
of the monument, which towers 365 
feet above the lake level and 337 feet 
above the ground at 
its 
base, pro­ 
nounce the construction of the shaft 
a marvel in engineering. 
With a di­ 
ameter of 45 feet at the 
base, 
the 
shaft slopes very gradually inward, 
until, a t the top, it is only 36 feet in 
diameter. 
So slight is the angle from 
base to top, however, that the monu­ 
ment is said to he the most perpendic­ 
ular of any equal height in the world. 
Just 17 feet from the extrem e top 
of Ute huge pile has been 
built 
an 
abicus, with an overhang of 16 feet. 
This balcony is constructed of great 
granite stones, each several tons in 
■weight. 
Forty-seven flights of stairs, 
winding round and round the inside of 
the shaft, lead to the abicus. Ele­ 
vators will be installed later. 
Chief among the tasks still rem ain­ 
ing is the placing of the bronze dome 
which will cap the shaft. This work in 
itself will be an engineering feat that 
few could accomplish. The w eight of 
the bronze cap is 40 tons. 
It is declared that already Contrac­ 
tor Robinson lias sustained a financial 
loss of $80,000 in the construction of 
the monument.
